transportation interests in the United 
States opposed and delayed the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal, Such 
action would not only leave it upon 
the shoulders of the West to develo» 
the Hudson’s Bay route, and be evi: 
dence of a narrow and sectional feel- 
ing, but it would be absolusely ¢p- 
posed to the best interests of the ob- 
struction themselves. While there is 
little doubt that the present Domin- 
ion government is inspired by such 
feelings, its power is so precarious, 
and destined to such brief duration, 
that what it does or does not believe 
on the subject may be eliminated 
from the discussion. 

, The , imperative character of the 
West’s demand for the opening of the 
Ifudson’s Bay route arises from the 
fact that every trunk line built from 
Hast to West will, for years to come, 
create more traflic than it can handle. 
livery branch line these trunk lines 


possess, tends to congest the traffic 
on their main lines and oppress the 
resources of their rolling stock, Less 


then ten per cent. of the productive 
land of the West is as yet exploited. 
If in those circumstances, and , with 
present railway facilities, an annual 
blockade, always increasing in inten- 
sity, has to be met, what in the wide 
world is going to happen as years p< 
on? The opening of a port on Hud- 
son’s Bay would effectually relieve 
the situation. And the relief would 
‘have such q vitalizing effect upon in- 
ternal commerce that the East would 
be more then compensated for an ap- 
parent loss of export trade. Lt would 
be a loss apparent and mot real, for 
it would be the finding of a chanmel 
for a trade the St. Lawrence route 
cannot handle in any case. 

It has never been remotely suggest- 


as an ocean port to serve the South 
west brought injury in any particular 
{to the Bastern States, while it im- 
mensely benefited their manufacturing 
jand distributing branches. Similar 
must. be the result of opening a port 
on Hudson’s Bay to serve the North- 
west. Compare this project with the 
one mooted in the United States to 
overcome a similar difficulty, namely 
|the canalization of the ‘Mississippi, 
| and its junction with Chicago. Not 
only, in that case, are the initial 
costs and difficulties infinitely great- 
er, but arrived at the sea, exports 
would be one thousand miles further 
away from their destination than 
when they, started. Arrived at Hud- 
son’s Bay they would be a thousand 
miles nearer their destination.
